MARTIAL LAW 


Tokio, February 16.—Martial Jaw for the whole of Japan was proclaimed to-day. 

New Chang, Sunday, February 14.—About 50 Japanese men on their way to Tien Tsin, were arrested 
at Tai Hihi Chou on February 12, with their wives-and children and arrived here in custody. The 
American Consul Henry B. Miller procured’the rélease of the women, but Viceroy Alexieif ordered their 
rearrest. They will transport these together with-all the Japanese in Manchuria to Port Arthur. 


LAND BATTLES 


London, February 17.—Rumors are thick this morning that the Japs and Russian..land. forces» are en- 
gaged in a fierce battle in Corea. No confirmation is received as yet. The Standards correspondent at 
Tien Tsin says that tne Chinese troops are still being moved outside the wall under secret orders. The 
Pussian Treops are mustering their forces at Yalu River. Heavy fighting is reported there. 

St. Petersburg, February 17.—Russia continues to await with the utmost confidence the conflict ‘on 
Jand that is sure tocome. The confidence is firmer because the military experts recognize that the relief 
from the responsibility of maintaining a long line of Railway through Manchuria will greatly simplify 
Viceroy Algxieff's task. 


LAND FIGHT AT YALU RIVER 


Tokio, February 17.—A report has reached here that the Japanese Torpedo fleet reattacked the Russian 
fiect at Port Arthur,February 14. It is thought that one Russian ship was damaged. 

Yheefoo. February 17.—The British steamer Weuchoff detained at Port Arthur since the beginning of 
hostilities arrived here today full of Japanese Refugees and reported..the Russian fleet moving in the 
direction of Corea. A trifling engagement took ~place in the gulf of Pe Chi Li betweet rival Torpedo 
boats but no damage was done, it being merely an exchange of shots, Russian reinforcements are mov- 
ing rapidly to the Yalu River where a great land fight is expected soon.
